Speakérs Mayor Short and 
Frank Oliver With Story of 
What Edmonton Has Done, 


The eastern municipatists, Who are 
Visiting Edmonton today, after attend- 
Ing the Canadian union of munieipalf- 
ties convention at Saskatoon, were en- 
tertained at lunch In the King Edward 
hotel this aflernoon. by Mayor Short 
and a number of prominent citizens. 

Alderman Douglas, who presided, 
dealt briefly with the phenominal de- 
velopment which had taken place in 
Edmonton, and the steps which were 


being taken by the municipality to keep 
pace with the rapid growth. 

Municipal ownership of public utill- 
les was strongly defended by Mayor 
Short, who remarked that the visitors 
must have noticed that they were in a 
munlelpally owned town. 

According to eastern standards, said 
the mayor, Edmonton might not be 
considered a very large city, but its 
growth was phenominally rapid, and it 
served a much larger territory than did 
any eastern eily, , 

When Edmonton first came (o require 
public utilities, however, the silvation 
Wis very different, according to Mayor 
Short. At that time Edmonton was 
considered to be of so little importance 
that no corporation would® come. for- 
ward to provide the necessary utilities, 
With the result that the cilf was forced 
to provide them for itgelf. :

Swaisland, they might not be so ready 
to criticise. 

Mayor Lavallee of Montreal paid a 
high tribute to Edmonton, characterts- 
ing it as one of the most progressive 
cities in the swhole progressive west.

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TWO MORE ADVOCATES 
OF COMMISSION GOVERNMENT 

Two.inore gentlemen intimately acquainted with municipal affairs, Commissioner 
Harrison and Alderman Douglas, have added their expression to the prevailing belief that 
commission government must come if Edmonton is to be efficiently administered. 

Commissioner Harrison speaks from an inside knowledge of the workings of the 
appointed conimission board as at present constituted and empowered, and Alderman Doug- 
las speaks from the point of view of an alderman who has served on the city council for 
many months and who has observed as he travelled how the commission . government is 
working in other cities which have tried it. 

Than this, there could be no better testimony. Both have had an opportunity to 
realize the perpetual chaos into which the city’s. affairs are thrown by the present — diffused 
authority, and both, undoubtedly, recognize the futility of altempting to rehabilitate the 
present system into anything like workable form. 

While both men, being consistent supporters of the present mayor, and having work- 
ed in harmony with him in all things, would naturally be very loth to say anything which 
might embarrass him, both undoubtedly would be free {o admit, in confidence at least, that 
the present charter, in the hands of the man who made it, has had the best opportunity possible 
for its justification and that it has signally failed. > " 

The time has now gone by when the qualifications of the men {to be placed in 
municipal office, either elective or executive, furnishes the sole issue. When Commissioner 
Harrison savs it is not the men but the system tha! is at fault, he places his finger exactly 
upon the spot. Edmonton has had many good men in municipal office; in fact, it has had 
few who would nol have made good most signally under different auspices, but. cannot 
under the Edmonton city charter. No one, viewing them dispassionately, will say that 
the appuinted commissioners at present attempting to serve the city are not capable and sin- 
cere men who are giving the best (hat is in them to the city’s service, and no one acquainted 
with the technical side of the city’s utilities will dispute thai the city has at the head of its 
electric, phone, power, street railway and water services, inen whose abilities are beyond 
question. And yet Mayor Short, with the services of these men at the city’s command, and 
in spite of the fact that he, besi of all, was qualified to bring out the beauties of the present 
charter, has managed to accomplish nothing more than to precipitate a gigantic family row 
in which he is at loggerheads with heads of departments whose loyalty to the city could never 
be in question, and whose capacity is such that under a different system their services would 
have been invaluable. 

Nor is the unpleasantness arising out of this row the only impasse. into which the 
mayor Hts run in the attempt to follow his charter. A glance at the financial situation shows 
the cily af present in the unique position thatthe bond buyers are trying in all the ways. they 
know to lend to the city of Edmonton a matter of five million of dollars which they have con- 
tracted to advance, and that they find the financial management of the. city’s. affairs so 
chaotic that, at the very same time that¥hey are offering the money, city officials are busy 
compiling a curtailment list upon which to refuse to accept the money offered and through 
which to cut down the amount of public improvements provided for in the original estimates,

TODAY IN 
DOMINION HISTORY 


Major-General H..L. Smith-Dorrien, 
In command of. the 19th Brigade in 
South Africa, issued an order 13 years 
ago today in which he paid a high tri- 
bute to the bravery of the officers and 
men of the Royal Canadian Regiment. 
Some Idea of the tiardships and dangers 
to which the dominion troops wore 
subjected may be gained from the fol- 
lowing statements contained in tho re- 
port; 

“The 19th Brigade has=achleved a 
record of which any infantry might be 
proud. Since the date it was formed, 
namely, the 12th of: February, it. has 
marched 620° miles, often. on “half-ra- 
lions and‘seldom on ‘full. -It-has taken 
part in the capture of {0 towns, fought 
in 10 general actions, and on 27 other 
days. In one period of 80 days it 
fought on 24 of them’and marched 327 
miles. The casualties have been be- 
tween 400 and 600 and the defeats 
nil.”

Rose's youth! | 
was spent in the ghetto of London, and 
for three years she attended the Jew- 
ish Free School in that cily.

but comparatlyely slow overland stage 
coach system.

“Berlin, July 19.——The trial of three 
vice squad policemen last weelt illumi- 
nates the methods of Berlin to regu- 
late the. demimonde, which, If it} were 
reported from the United States, would 
immediately be termed “typical Ameri- 
can police corruption, 

The men accused were Officers 
hiede, Bachmann and. Seegebarth. 
Thiede’s wife was accused of permit- 
ting her husband. and, a:\voman in- 
formant-to meet atsher home, ¥ 

The three policemen are members of 
a special squad, whose sole duty It Js 
to control the demimonde, They were 
accused of aceepting bribes of money, 
food and clothing from & \yoman, 

In September, 1914, a Berlin’ paper 
publiehed a letter from one of the ac- 
oused polkcemen to a demimondaine 
named Ortmayer. An investigation fol- 
lowed and a8 a result 12 polloemen 
were suspended; i 

Women Tell of Presents. 


“The case last week showed that Of- 
ficer Thiede used the Ortmayer woman 
asa stool pigeon, She and other wo- 
men testified that the three defendants 
had reoelved presents of money from 
them, The Ortmayer woman also tes- 
tified that Mrs. Thiede permitted her to 
visit Thiede's home and left her alone 
with the policeman, who accepted pre- 
sents of dress goods and other articles. 

'Thiede admits. that he” visited the 
Ortmayer woman alone. This is a 
Violation of the rules that a policeman 
must not visit a woman of this kind ex- 
cept In eampany of:another officer. 

The trial has: shown the ridiculous 
ineffectiveness, of Berlin's system. of 
controlling the demimonde.. It 13 
estimated that there are 40,000 such 
women: in Berlin, and only 4,068 are 
“under control'’;of the small army of 
plain olothes ‘‘morals" policemen who 
are detailed to look after them, 

Officers Ohanged Often. 

On Friedrichstrasse 24 officers pa- 
trol a small stretch of about  two- 
thirds of a’ mile.

Paris, July 18.—Louis Bleriot, the 
first airinan ever to fly across the Eng» 
‘ish channel, has just told me some 
astonishing things about the possibility 
of trans-Atlantic flight. 

One of the most astonishing is that 
he thinks it {mpractical. Bleriot is a 
great air’ expert-in the-mathematies of 
aviation as he is in the art of actually 
handling a machine, He is a scietist, 
who has-not flown for two years, but 
who spends all his time operating his 
factory and experimenting. 

“Do you think it is: possible to fly 
across the Atlantic? J-asked him, 

“Perhans, bul I would not wish to 
try it swith the aeroplanes we have to- 
day. Only the very best of luck--- 
miraculous. Inck—oould- get a ‘flyer 
feross: An-attempt would’ be full of 
danger, with many odds~ in . favor of 
failure and death." : 

“Why would it be dangerous?" 

“RBeoause, on the wastes of — the 
Atlantic, the flyer would have to alight 
beside -ships several times to secure 
fel, and how could he be sure thal 
he would find the ships. Even if there 
were a string of ships 200 miles apart 
--and that is nol a long distance: for 
ft non-stop flight in these days—how 
eould-he find his way from one ship to 
the next? ‘There is'no known way by 
which an aviator can follow a trail 
across the Allantie; his. compass: might 
show that his machine headed> for 
America and the west, but, in reality, 
the moving air might be carrying the 
flyer southward, without his knowl- 
edge away from the next ship that he 
is seeking. It would be much the 
same_as being lost in a desert!" 

“Bulswould it be vossible to build 
an aeroplane that could carry enough 
fuel for a non-slop flight across Lhe 
Atlantic?"

~ About $2,350,000 


CZAR OF RUSSIA GETS 
CASH FROM GREAT AREA 


He Receives Money from Es- 
tates of More than a Million 
Square Miles and from Gold 
and Other Mines, 


The annual income of King George 
and Queen Mary is said to be £470,- 
000, and in addition to this, - provis- 
jon is made for the various members 
of the royal family, so that the. total 
amounts to something approaching 
£600,000. The King also receives the 
revenues of the Duchy of Lancaster, 
Which amounts to £64,000 more an- 
nually, and’ the Prinee of Wales re- 
receives the revenues of the Duchy of 
Cornwall, amounting to more than 
£84,000 annually. In spite of this lib- 
eral provision, it isn’t necessary for the 
King to pay life insurance with a view 
to providing for the future mainten- 
ance of the Queen should he-he the 
first to die. The Parliament providies 
for that by a special grant to fall due 
in the event ofthe Queen surviving. It 
is also customary on the marriage oi 
royal children for the British people t¢ 
provide a dowry Dy. Parliament grant. 
When King George came to the throne 
certain malcontents: in the House of 
Commons suggested that. the Parlla- 
mentary grants to the King and Queen 
should be cut down {to about one- 
eighth of what had been customary, 
but when ewnplained that it would be 
impossible to keep up the state to 
Which the British rulers have bee ac- 
customed-on a lesser sum, the people
